Taif compromise in peril 


BEIRUT (Agencies)—Christian 
leader and army chief Michel 
Aoun put his army on alert Mhnr 
day and hinted he might dissolve 
parliament, after it approved, 
without his consent, an accord 
designed to end Lebanon's czvil 
war. 

The accord, approved by a 
special session of the Lebanese 
partiament held in SancE Arabia, 
suffered another jolt when the 
two main mititias of Lebanon’s 
1.2 annum-strong Shiite Muslim 
sect also rejected the Arab-bro- 
kered plan. 

“The army has been put on 
alert to cope with all eventuali¬ 
ties. It's a precautionary mea¬ 
sure,” said a senior, official at 
Aoun’s command - centre, who 
spoke on comhtkm of anonymity. 

All leave was cancelled and 
Aoun’s 20,000 mainly Christian 
troops were ordered to stay in 
barracks, said the official, 
adding: "We’re not going to war. 


It’s a defensive measure.” 

News of the alert came as 
Aoun began wide-ranging con¬ 
sultations with politicians, intel¬ 
lectuals, industrialists, bankers 
and militia leaders in die Christ¬ 
ian enclave to discuss the Taif 
accord. 

Aoun lashed out at the plan for 
the second time in 12 horns as an 
estimated 5,000 Christian suppor¬ 
ters demonstrated in front of his 
residence at the shell-pocked 
presidential palace^_ •

PLO seeks clarifications on Baker plan 


CAIRO (Agencies)—The Pales¬ 
tine liberation Organisation 
(FLO) has asked Egypt to seek 
clarifications from Washing ton 
on a U.S. formula for Middle* 
East peace talks, an Egyptian 
presidential aide said Monday. 

“The PLO is stQl holding to 
current peace efforts,” said 
Mohammad Abdul Moneim, 
bead of in for m ation at the pres¬ 
idency. 

“The FLO has not rejected 
(U.S. Secretary of State James) 
Baker’s five points but has re¬ 
quested some clarifications,” 
Abdul Moneim told reporter s af¬ 
ter a 35-mmnfe meeting between 
FLO Chairman Yasser Arafat 
and President Hosm Mubarak. 

“It is only normal that Egypt 
win carry these clarifications to 
both Israel and the United States 
and get an answer,” he added. 

Both the PLO and Israeli 


Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
have criticised Baker's five-point 
for mu la, but neither 1ms so far 
issued an outright rejection. 

The secretary of state’s five- 
point plan would organise a peace 
dialogue between Israel and 
Pales tinians as a prelude to elec¬ 
tions in the Israeli-occupied West 
Bank and Gaza. Eadier proposed 
by Israel, tbe elections would be 
to chooae Pa l esti nian s for farther 
talks on interim autonomy in the 
occupied territories. 

Arafat confe r red with Mubar¬ 
ak for two hours Sunday night 
and did not talk with reporters 
after that meeting or Monday's 
session, which lasted 30 minutes. 

Asked about the unusual brev¬ 
ity of Monday’s session, Abdul 
Moneim said: "Die brevity is 
evidence of the convergence of 
views. ...

The PLO “is determined to 
pursue the peace process despite 
IsraeTs practices and the escala¬ 
tion of its repression’* of die 
Palestinian uprising in the West 
Bank and Gaza, Abdul Mbneam 
said. 

The .presidential aide said 
Egypt will relay tbe PLO’s pom- 
lion to die United States and 
Israel. 

Israeli Prime Ministea: Yitzhak 
Shamir has spoken out against 
die Baker plan, mainly over two 
provisions. These are that Egypt 
would consult with the Palesti¬ 
nians on composition o£. their 
delegation for the peace dialogne 
and that subjects could be discus¬

Shamir regards the Baker 
proposal as a disguised attempt to 
force Israel to negotiate with the

Shamir says no rift with U.S. 


TEL AVIV (Agencies) — Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir, who 
warned last week of a looming 
Amerkact-Israeli dash over Mid¬ 
dle East peace moves, said Mon¬ 
day reports of a rift had been 
greatly exaggerated. 

Trying to defuse tension that 
emerged last week, aides to the 
hardline lea d er said they now 
believed Israel could bridge dif¬ 
ferences with its dose U.S. aDy 
ahead of a White House visit by 
Shamir in November.

But the prime minister told 
reporters in parliament cm Mon¬ 
day: “There are certain differ¬ 
ences of opinion, not the gravest 
nor tbe deepest, and I am con¬ 
vinced it is certainly posable to 
overcome them. 

“I think the disruptions in rela¬ 
tions between Israel and the Un¬ 
ited States have been greatly ex¬ 
aggerated... we have had many 
differences in the past but we always 
get over them and we*lT overcome 


these also.” 

Shamir’s comments came after 
Maariv, a leading Israeli daily, 
quoted aides to Shamir as saying 
he may cancel bis mid-Novem¬ 
ber tap to Was hin gto n if die 
disagreement between the two 
countries persists. 

Shamir’s adviser Avi Pazner 
denied tbe visit was in doubt but 
confirmed in a telephone inter¬ 
view that the sides were divided 
over how to implement IsraeTs 
proposed elections in the occu¬ 
pied lands. 

"We hope this will all be 
straightened out before the meet¬ 
ing with (President George) 
Bush,” Pazner said. 

Shamir Monday rejected re¬ 
ported claims that he was waver¬ 
ing on his plan. 

“I am obliged by every word 
we have written and said in the 
‘peace’ initiative,” be said. 

IsraeTs initiative calls for elec¬ 
tions in the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip to choose Palestinian repre¬ 
sentatives for negotiations on a 
limited “self-rule” for the terri¬ 
tories.

WASHINGTON (R) — Israel 
has asked influential American 
Jewish organisations to lobby 
against a Senate resolution to 
proclaim a national day of re¬ 
membrance for the victims of the 
Armenian “genocide” early this 
century, Jewish sources said. 

Sources at two Jewish groups, 
who asked that neither they nor 
their organisations be identified, 
said the request bad placed them 
in a quandary since the natural 
inclination of American Jewry 
had been to support the resolu¬ 
tion. 

“As a people which was itself a 
victim of genocide, we feel natu¬ 
ral sympathy for the Armenians. 
But Israel wants to foster its 
relations with Turkey, which it 
views with great importance,” 
said one source. 

One major Jewish-American 1 
org an istion pre pare d a press re¬ 
lease supporting the resolution bat 
“it was killed at the last minute 
before bong issued,” one of the 
sources said.

Rafsanjani says U.S. must show

NICOSIA (R)—Iran’s President 
AH Akbar Hasbemi Rafsanjani 
Monday condemned hostage-tak¬ 
ing as an “inhuman act” but 
reiterated Tehran would help re¬ 
lease Americans held in Lebanon 
only after Washington proved its 
goodwill. 

Rafsanjani said Iran would use 
its influence to free U.S. hostages 
if the United Stales unblocked 
Ir anian assets fr ozen since 1979 
or helped locate Iranians who 
Tehran says were abducted by 
Falangists in Lebanon in 1982. 


“We have no information ab¬ 
out the situation of hostages in 
Lebanon and see no reason to get 
ourselves involved,” he said in bis 
first news conference since being 
elected president in July. 

“And if we are to act on this 
some day, it will be in tandem 
with efforts to free our hostages 
in Lebanon, the Lebanese (hos¬ 
tages) in Israel and other hos¬ 
tages,” Tehran Radio quoted him 
as saying.

Turkey containing Kurdish rebels 


DIYARBAKIR, Turkey (R) — 
Turkish commanders say they are 
containing a Kurdish insurgency 
near their eastern and southern 
borders. But after the costliest 
year so for for both sides the 
battle is a long way from being 
over. 

“The reign of terror has been 
narrowed. So, with every passing 
year it is in favour of Turkey,” 
said Hayri Kozakdoghi, governor 
supremo responsible for the 11 
hardest hit provinces. 

Fighting in sparaely-pupolated 
mountains began in nnd-1984. 
Some 40,000 Turkish troops are 


now pitted against an estimated 
2,250 rebels of the Marxist Kur¬ 
dish Workers Party (PKK) in an 
area about half the size of Italy. 

The rebels — often called 
“shepherds by day and killeis by 
night” — want an independent 
homeland. Some eight million 
Kurds live in Turk ey, another 
nin e milli on in neighbouring 
areas of Iraq and north west Iran. 

Since March, an average of 70 
people, mdnding rebels and dvi-' 
Hans, have been killed each 
month, more than twice the pre¬ 
vious level of bloodshed. The 


conflict has taken almost 2,000 
lives in five yean. 

Officials say PKK recruits are 
mostly youths kidnapped and 
taken for training outside Tur¬ 
key, but they acknowledge that 
rebel numbers have increased 
four-fold in three years. 

“We say the PKK is not a 
liberation movement. The PKK is 
an instrument of enemy forces 
who do not want Turkey to de¬ 
velop, particularly this region,” 
Kozakaogln told foreign repor¬ 
ters in the regional dty of Diyai- 
bakir at the weekend

ABU DHABI (R) — The Arab 
states of the Gulf Cooperation 
Conned (GCC) want Iran to 
Trurtrh its words with practical 
action to improve relations, paiti- 
colaiiy wire Saudi Arabia, a 
senior GCC official said Monday. 

"Iran has improved relations 
with most GCC countries but 
there is still a weak point in its 
approach, which is its dispute 
with the Saudis,” the GCC assis¬ 
tant secretary general forpolitical 
affairs said m an interview. * 

GCC member Oman was 
mediating in an attempt to solve 
the dispute, Said Ibn Hashfl Al 
Maskari said during a visit to Abu 
Dhabi in the United Arab Emi¬ 
rates (UAE). 

“If Iran wants to develop good 
relations with the GCQ it should 
do so with all member states. We 
do not want any distinction,” said 
Maskari. 

The UAE and Oman have 
maintained good relations with 
Iran. Other GCC members 
Kuwait, Bahrain, and Qatar have 
i mpr oved their ties with Tehran 
since the end of the Irau-Iraq war 
last year. 

But Riyadh, a strong supporter 
of Iraq during die war, cat di¬ 
plomatic ties with Tehran in 1988 
and relations have suffered sever¬ 
al serious setbacks over the past 
few years. 


In 1987, hundre ds of Iranian 
pQgrims died in dashes with 
Saudi security men Arring de¬ 
monstrations in the holy cay of 
Mecca. 

This summer, Tehran in¬ 
creased a campaign of tittforic 
against the Sandfe, although this 
bis since-been toned down under 
new Iranian Preadent AH Akbar 
Hmhemi Rafsanjani.

Saudi Arabia are undoubtedly

Arab countries 
urged to adopt 
education reforms 


AMMAN (J.T.) — An Arab 
League-sponsored meeting has 
urged concerned educational ao- 
thorities in the Arab World to 
undertake steps conducive to the 
development of education and 
tfaini9jg_at aO levels. 

Hie meeting, which was 
attended by experts in formal and 
informal education and educa¬ 
tional management, urged the 
Arab League Educational Cultu¬ 
ral ami Scientific Organisation 
(AUECSO) to sponsor arabisa- 
tion of educational terms, special¬ 
ly those used by international 
organisations for the benefit of 
Arab students and Arab orga¬ 
nisations. 

The meeting, which concluded 
hoe Monday, also recommended 
the issuance of an Arab lexicon 
co n t ain ing all basic and esse n tial 
educational tenns. 

The recommendations stressed 
the importance of planning for¬ 
mal and i n fo r m al education and 
for complete coordination among 
various concerned authorities in 
the Arab World. 

The participants emphasised 


the importance of statistics for 
planning and <fe««‘wMimVing in 
die field of education and urged 
concerned authorities to give due 
attention to those employed in 
the regular and formal education¬ 
al, sector. \ . .. . _ 

The recommendations in¬ 
cluded a call on the Arab Leagoe 
and Arab governments to give 
proper attention to developing 
educational techniques and in¬ 
crease the use of documentary 
films, television programmes and 
other visual aids. They called for 
greater attention for vocational 
training and adult education. 

F urth e r more, the participants 
urged the Arab League and Arab 
countries to boost educational 
programmes beamed to the occu¬ 
pied Arab territories so as to 
counter Israel's attempts at dis¬ 
torting the Arabic language and 
Arab history and culture. 

The participants proposed the 
formation of a special national 
corporation to supervise planning 
of programmes on informal 
education and to establish a 
teachers training centre 


UNRWA school moves to 
new building in Mafraq 


AMMAN (J.T.) — United Na¬ 
tions Relief and Works Agency 
(UNRWA) schoolchildren at 
Mafraq Monday moved to a new 
building which was opened by 
Mr. £3e Saaf, director of UN¬ 
RWA affairs in Jordan. 

The new building was especial¬ 
ly constructed to be leased to 
UNRWA and was designed 
according to UNRWA specifica¬ 
tions. It consists of 10 classrooms, 
two administrative offices and a 
room for multipurpose activities, 
in addition to a playground, a 
shading shed and other faciliti e s. 


The building accommodates 
two schools; one for boys and one 
for girls operating double shift 
The two schools provide 
elementary and preparatory 
education for 275 boys and 271 
girls catered for by 20 female and 
male teachers. 

Present at the ceremony were 
senior UNRWA officials and a 
number of Mafraq refugees. 

UNRWA has in Jordan 197 
schools run by some 3,500 
teachers to provide nine years of 
schooling for about 134,000 re¬ 
fugee children.

No contests filed over candidates 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The period 
specified by the authorities for 
citizens' contests over candidates 
for the. Nov. 8 elections ended 
Monday without any contest of 
any of the candidates officially 
announced by foe various gov¬ 
ernors. 

The number of candidates for 
file Nov. 8 elections is now 652 
out of the original 662; seven 
were rejected for legal reasons 
and three others dropped out. 

The number of voter cards 
distributed in Amman govemo- 
rafie reached 193,578, 55.47 per 
cent of the total of 348,967 reg¬ 
istered voters. 

A split np of the total showed 
that 32,156 voters collected their 
cards in the First District (total 
65342); in the Second District: 
28312 out of 73,435; in the Third

sales 

quadruple 

AMMAN (J.T.) — The' Jerash 
Ladies’ Benevolent Society which. 
produces woven and embroi- 
dered handicrafts says sales have 
quadrupled this year over last 
year. Saks of Bam Hamida be¬ 
douin carpets have more than 
doubled according to Ghada 
Habash, weaving manager. From 
gift shops to home-based retailers 
sales of high quality' handicrafts 
have doubled. 

Activity in the marketplace be¬ 
nefits the women who labour, 
often at home, to produce the 
products by hand. Habash re¬ 
peats that 496 of the 700 women 
over age 15 in Bam Hamida are 
currently employed in foe rug 
weaving business. Expansion is 
likely, she says, as supervisors 
gain experience in managing 
quality control. The market de¬ 
mand is greater than the supply, 
and most of the women want to 
produce more carpets than they 
are now allocated. At die Jerash- 
Ladles’ Benevolent Society, the 
workforce has doubled in tie past 
half year while wages have been 
increased across the board by 30 
per cent. 

A number of factors have come 
together to create a burgeoning i 
b usin ess in handicrafts and a 
source of income, skill develop¬ 
ment, and common interest for 
women. Perhaps the most exert¬ 
ing of these has been an expan¬ 
sion in the variety of beautiful 
designs being produced. The 
Jerash Ladies’ Benevolent Socie¬ 
ty, for example, is now producing 
pillows, shawls, and table runners 
nsmg foe lacy chevron style (vee 
shaped) Jordmhan'stitch which had 
typified an almost foremen tradi¬ 
tional embroidery stitch from the 
Horan plain of southern Syria, 
northern Palestine, and north 
Jordan. Catholic Relief Services 
staff member, Rula Qnmei, 
established the stitch at the 
Jerash society in 1987 after study- 1 
ing samples of it in the embroid- I 
cry collection of Widad Kawar. 
According to Kawar, the stitch is 
called “rakmy" or “having holes," 
and women created many pat¬ 
terns with it inefadmg rice, soap, 
tods, ladders, stairs, eggs, and 
ears of com. 

According toDavid O’Connor, j 
National Handicrafts Centre 
“ spokesperson, the Jerash society 
is foe only producer to incorpo¬ 
rate this and other north Jordan 
stitches — satin stitch (manjnte) 
and lace stitch (faaruz) — into 
i garments and accessories. The 
I motifs of these stitches have been 
carried over into the patterns of 
| the society’s brightly coloured 
woven rugs. 

The Noor A1 Hussein Founda¬ 
tion is dosely involved in the. 
national project. 

The National Handicrafts Cen¬ 
tre, under a grant from the Un¬ 
ited States Agency for Interna¬ 
tional Development ([USAID), 
has assisted the society in expand¬ 
ing its product line.

Ministry 
destroys 
12,000 
tonnes of 
bad food 

AMMAN (J.T.) — Ministry of 
Supply inspectors last month 
seized and destroyed 12,000 ton¬ 
nes of foodstuffs found unfit for 
human consumption, a ministry 
official said Monday. 

Other unspecified quantities of 
foodstuffs were also seized by 
inspectors, working in coopera¬ 
tion with local conndl and foe 
ministry, the official was quoted 
as saying by the Jordan News 
Agency, Petra. 

“It has been noticed lately that 
foodstuffs unfit for human con¬ 
sumption are being increasin g 
discovered by the authorities,” 
foe official, who was not named, 
was quoted as saying by Petra. 
He attributed the increase in the 
case of “unorthodox means of 
storage" of food products. 

The official said many citizens 
and merchants were in foe habit 
of hoarding large quantities of 
goods and food supplies without 
justification. Lack of proper 
knowledge of storage methods 
and ways to keep foodstuffs in 
good condition results in the was¬ 
tage of a good part of such goods 
and foodstuff, the official added. 

He appealed to the citizens to 
store limited quantities of food 
supplies sufficient for short-term 
needs and assured the public that 
the Minisry of Supply had enough 
quantities of basic food commod- 
oties in its warehouses.

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Give it a chance 

THE Taif breakthrough on efforts to end Che Lebanese strife 
is a triumph of reason and pragmatism over Mind factional 
traits that have devastated Lebanon in the past decade and 
half. It is also a triumph for collective Arab diplomacy in 
general and Saudi diplomacy in particular over all efforts to 
internationalise the conflict. There are, of course, st3I 
pockets of opposition to the painstakingly reached agree¬ 
ment, notably from General Michel Aoon who views the 
wn mAd Arab League formula as a threat to Lebanon’s 
independence and territorial integrity. But to all those 
Lebanese leaden, whether from the east or west side of 
Beirut, who persist in calling for subjective perfections in 
the quest for an equitable and just solution to Lebanon’s 15 
years of bloodshed and destruction and stDl pouch holes in 
the Taif compromise formula, one can only say that the 
situation in Lebanon defies such an objective and that the 
only viable settlement for that country’s prolonged tragedies 
is the one that can.be found in the context of reasonable 
accomm odation and compromise between many conflicting 
demands . 

In more ways than one, the Taif achievement offers 
exactly the necessary consensus on the basis of give and take 
that was successfully engineered by last infante Saadi 
mediation. Moreover, the Taif compromise heralds the 
be ginning of new hope for Lebanon on the basis of 
ter rito r i al unity of the country. It behoves Aoon and all the 
others who still voice disagreement with the Taif consensu 
to drop their provincial and parochial perspectives in favour 
of the general good and welfare of their country. The 
alternative to this wise course would be a sore prescription 
for the defeat of the only operational settlement ever 
conceived in the past many years of war and destruction. 
And the fact that practically all lAamw pa rifanmi fa rians 
representing various and competing factions have agreed to 
pot the overall Lebanese interest above their own i n t e rest s 
should serve as an impetus to the remaining lone voices that 
still in effect preach continued internecine blood baths till 
there is no Lebanon or Lebanese people left. 

If tiie principal concern of General Aoon is the Syrian 
military presence in Lebanon, he would be well-advised to 
honour the Taif agreement because it offers the only way to 
deal with that situation in an amicable and functional 
manner. And if the anxieties of the other objectors to the 
Taif agreement stem from its imperfection, then they would 
also be better advised to note that moderniring Lebanon is a 
dynamic and continuing process that will take long years 
and perhaps generations. It can only be achieved by creating 
confidence bonding blocks along the long tortuous way 
leading to it. The meaningful progress registered already in 
that direction as reflected in the Taif agreement is a good 
omen of more progress to come in the future. Meanwhile, all 
Lebanese most take notice that healing old wounds and 
rectifying archaic systems and infrastructure in Lebanon is I 
a very fragile process that needs to be nursed carefully and 
gently all along the way to the bright future that is awaiting 
Lebanon and the Lebanese people. But at tins critical | 
juncture all truly concerned parties must salute the great ! 
miracle that was bora in Taif and thank all the positive 
forces that worked diligently for it. 

Bedouin and 
the Election Law

A CONTROVERSY arose lately over the question of barring citizens from 
badia region of Jordan from running for elections as can d ida t es representing 
other than constituencies designated to their respectives tribal areas. Several 
court cases have been filed, contesting the Ministry of Interior’s decision 
barring such candidacies. 

In foct. there is no law in Jordan that legally prevents any citizens from 
nominating him<«lf for parliamentary election in other coostitueucies. 
Indeed, the Jordanian Constitution of 1952, unlike previous constitutions, has 
no provisions for the representation of the minorities and communities. 
Article 25 of the Constitution dearly states that the Legislative council should 
group representatives elected under the terms of the election law, which 
should take into account a fair representation of minorities in the Kingdom. 
Article 33 of the 1946 const i t u t i on states that the house of deputies should 
consist of representatives elected in accordance with the election law and 
should take into account the fair representation of all minorities. But the 
present constitution has ommitted this rule and does not provide for any 
provisions concerning minorities or communities. Yet, the 1986 Election Law 
took into account the represe n tation of minorities contrary to the wishes of 
the constitutional legislators. Therefore, all provisions connected with the 
representation and contained in the Election Law are null and void and run 
contrary to the legislators' will. 

Furthermore, Article 67 of the 1952 constitution states that the Lower 
House of Parfiameuc shall consist of deputies elected through secret ballot and 
that measures shall be taken to safeguard the election process, the right of 
candidates to monitor ejection procedures and punish those tampering with 
the electorates’ decision. 

Article 19 of the 1986 Election Law states that any Jordanian citizen has the 
righ t to nominate himself as candidate for parliament in one Jordanian 
constituency. 

This provision allows candidates to nominate themselves but did not 
«t» pnl**» that a candidate should ran for a specific constituency where he was 
ongmaQy registered in terms of his dan. Therefore, a Sahi can nominate 
himself to run in Amman and vice versa. 

Moreover, constitutionally quaking, a parliament deputy is aipposed to 
represent the whole country and not a particular constituency or dan or a 
tribal group. He is committed to defend public interest and the rights of all 
people anywhere and in any govemorate. 

Article 18 of the 1986 Ejection Law states that to nu for elections a 
candi date should be Jordanian registered in the voters lists, above 30 years of 
age, should not be convicted or imprisoned or affiliated to an illegal political 

offoe King. This article did not specify tiat^'bedoi^ranSdate should run 
for a badia constituency. 

In addition, the 1986 Election Law did not regard the bedouin as a minority 
or a faction. 

The law considered only the Christians, the Shishans and Circassians as 
communities and minorities, but did not regard the bedouin as a community 
or a minority but rather citizens on equal footing with the rest of the people of 
Jordan. The taw assigned seats for the bedouin in the Lower House of 
Parliament not because they belong to a community but because the badia 
region was considered as a constituency inhabited by tribal nomads or 
bedouins.

Winnie Mandela 
returns to forefront

SOWETO, Sooth Africa — The 
government banned her, the anti- 
apartheid movement excommuni¬ 
cated her and potential legal bat¬ 
tles dood her future. But Winnie 
Mandela has survived and is 
reclaiming her role as one of 
South Africa’s most prominent 
and defiant activists. 

Mrs. Mandela, wife of jailed 
African National Congress leader 
Nelson Mandela, vanish ed from 
public view in February when 
leading anti-apartheid groups re¬ 
pudiated her and accused her 
self-appointed bodyguards of 
waging “a reign of terror.” 

In recent weeks, however, 
Mrs. Mandela has resurfaced 
with high-profile appearances at 
several opposition rallies. The 
relentless speculation about her 
husband’s release, ■ expected 
within several months, keeps her 
at tbe centre of the political stage. 

“She is blunt, rash, emotional 
and speaks from the heart — that 
is why people respond to her and 
why she is controversial,” said 
F atim a Meer, author of a best¬ 
selling biography on Nelson Man¬ 
dela. 

“Even during die crisis, Win¬ 
nie had tbe support and loyalty of 
many, many people,” Mrs. Meer 
said in an interview. “She win 
remain highly visible and widely 
respected.” 

When six of Mandela's closest 
ANC colleagues were freed from 
prison Oct. 15, Mrs. Mandela 
accommodated one of them, WD- 
ton Mkwayi, at her home in 
Soweto, tbe huge black township 
outside Johannesburg. 

She appeared that day at a rally 
for the freed prisoners. She pre¬ 
pared to sit alongside diem at a 
news conference, but activists 
who organised the meeting 
politely redirected her to a seat 
behind the ANC leaders, among 
the families of the released men. 

The releases are widely seen as 
a trial ran for freeing Mandela, 
71, the country’s best known 
blade leader. His release is consi¬ 
dered necessary before black 
leaders — even relatively con¬ 
servative ones — will negotiate 
with the white-led government. 

Mandela currently lives in a 
suburban-style ranch bouse on a 
prison farm outside Cape Town. 
In recent months, he has met 
several times with his wife as well 
^an ti-a partheid leaders who de- 

Mandela reportedly told his 
wife not to talk to the press, and 
she remained silent for several 
months, but has began to speak 
out again. 

“I am of no significance to 
anybody as an individual,” sbe 
told Tribute magazine. “To 
attack me is to attack Mandela, to 
attack foe ANC.” 

There has been no formal pub¬ 
lic reconciliation between Mrs. 
Mandela and foe anti-apartheid 
movement, but foe overt criticism 
of her has stopped. 

One activist who requested 
anonymity said anti-apartheid 
groups are attempting to resolve 
their disputes with Mrs. Mandela 
before her husband is released, 
“but several problems remain.” 
He' declined to elaborate. 

Several anti-apartheid leaders, 
md tiding ones who earlier de¬ 
nounced Mrs. Mandela for 
“violating h uman rights in foe 
name of the struggle a gainst apar¬ 
theid,” refused recently to speak 
about her on tbe record. 

Apartheid is the name for 
South Africa’s policies of racial 
segregation. 

The ANC has expressed con¬ 
cern about some of Mrs. Mande¬ 
la’s statements, and spokesman 


Tom Sebina, based in Lusaka, 
Zambia, noted sbe has no forma l 
poritkm in tbe organisation. But 
he added that Mrs. Mandela “re¬ 
mains an important part of the 
struggle.” 

Mrs. Mandela’s beauty, pro¬ 
vocative statements and 
courageous defianoe of govern¬ 
ment restrictions made her ooe of 
the most visible symbols of blacks 
resistance against white rale. Her 
followers often referred to her as 
“mother of the nation.” 

She married Mandela in 1958, 
when she was a 24-year-old social 
worker and he was a 40-year-old 
ANC leader. Four years later, be 
was arrested. He has been impris¬ 
oned since. 

She was under police restric¬ 
tions almost continuously from 
1963 to 1986, was arrested 
numerous times and held in solit¬ 
ary confinement for 17 months in 
1969-70. Tbe repeated police ac¬ 
tion only inspired defiance in’ 
Mrs. Mandela, now age 55 and 
the mother of two grown daugh¬ 
ters. 

Sbe oft en ap p ear ed at funerals 
of slain activists to give fiery 
speeches and clenched fist sa¬ 
lutes, dressed in flowing dresses 
of blade, green and gold, foe' 
colours of the outlawed ANC 
guerrilla movement. 

But her questionable political 
judgment, sometimes imperious 
style and reluctance to consult 
with anti-apartheid groups led 
her into repealed conflict with 
both the white authoriti es and the 
black community. 

Long-simmering disputes 
boiled over early tins year when 
Mrs. Mandela's bodyguards, 
known as the Mandela United 
Soccer Club, were accused of 
abducting four youths and beat¬ 
ing one to death. 

Nine people associated with 
foe dub are in custody for the 
death of 14-year-old Stompie 
Seipei, allegedly abducted by the 
soccer team last December and 
beaten at Mrs. Mandela’s home. 

Seipefs body was found in a 
field, and the other three youths

Tbe group seldom played soc¬ 
cer, but often stayed at Mrs. 
Mandela’s home and accompa¬ 
nied her at public appearances. 
They were involved in repeated 
confrontations with police, jour¬ 
nalists and local street gangs.

February, have pleaded innocent. 
No trial date has been set. 

Anti-apartheid groups said in 
February they were “outraged at 
Mrs. Mandela's complicity in the 
abductions and assault of 
Stompie.” 

She has denied any wrong¬ 
doing, Police Maj. Gen. Jaap 
Joubeit, who beaded the Inves¬ 
tigation, declined to comment 
when asked if foe migh t be 
charged. 

The death of Seipei was one of 
several controversies that have 
dogged Mrs.' Mandela since she' 
nnflater aBy tiftwi her police ban¬ 
ning order in 1985. 

At a rally in 1986, she endorsed 
the use of “necklace” killings, 
when militant activists set on fire 
gasoline-soaked tires around the 
necks of suspected government 
collaborators. 

The government then lifted the 
ban on quoting Mrs. Mandela in 
the appa r ent belief she would do 
more harm to her reputation by 
speaking out than by being res¬ 
tricted. 

In 1987, she was sharply criti- 
cased for building a mansion on a 
hillside in Soweto, surrounded by 
tiny, overcrowded matchbox 
houses. Mandela reportedly has 
told his wife not to move into it 

The Mandela’s small rented 
home was burned in a July 1988 
arson attack by Soweto youths 
feuding with the soccer dub. 
Community leaders urged Mis. 
Mandela to disband the team, but 
she ignored their advice. 

After every controversy, Win¬ 
nie Mandela has come back. 

“No one can take away her 
contributions,” said Mrs. Meer. 
“History will never write her out 
of what is happening here.”

NADER Qumriyeh was looking 
gloomy as be surveyed the dnsty 
carpentry workshop after the, 
Israelis left. His three best elec¬ 
tric saws and planes had just been 
loaded onto a removal van by the 
tax collectors, but he was stifl 
defiant. 

“We don't know yet whether it 
was because of income tax or 
VAT,” Mr. Qumstyeh sighed, 
“but we haven't paid any since, 
tbe b eginning of foe intifada and 
we won’t pay now. We can man¬ 
age without the wMffhines but fob. 
b not our gove rnm ent. Everyone 
in Beit Sahour believes fob.” 

The dismal scene in the Qmn- 
styeh carpentry shop has been 
replayed dozens of times in foe 
past few weeks as the Israelis 
continue their campaign to crash 
a West Bank town whose tax 
revolt has become a potent sym¬ 
bol of resistance to tbe occupa¬ 
tion. 

Kindreds of thousands of 
pounds worth of goods—infold¬ 
ing fnannfartirriTig equipment, 

domestic appliances, cash ami 
jewellery—have been carted off 
tty Israeli haiKffc escorted tty 
armed sdkfieis. 

Beit Sahour, a neat and re¬ 
latively prosperous town of 
12,000 m tbe “Christian triangle ” 
centring on Bethlehem, has been, 
angled out for economic pumfo- 
menl by the authorities in a con¬ 
troversial operation that now 
appears to be intensifying. 

Near the domed Greek Ortho¬ 
dox C hur ch down by the Biblical 
Shepherds' Fields, foe army has 
commandeered an unfinished 
three-storey bouse — named 
Camp Asaf in Hebrew—to serve 


as a headquarters for the bailiffs 
and their guards. 

Dozens of yeflow-pUled Israeli 
cats are parked in a barbed wire 
enclosure along with a mobile 
crane and a large orange removal 
track from Tel Aviv, which 
proudly advertises: “We move 
homes and offices all over the 
country,” 

The confiscations have become 
routine: foe entire town b a 
dosed nrilitaiy area with nightly 
curfews imposed and telephone 
fines cut offf. 

Earth ramparts have been bull¬ 
dozed into position at the entr¬ 
ances and sokiieis patrol the 
streets. ... 

The Israeli defence minister, 
Mr. Yitzhak Rabin, insists that 
the raids were carried out with 
frill legal authority, although 
sane experts dispute this, 

“The law stipulates that who¬ 
ever breaks it will be prosecuted 
to the fullest extent of the law, he 
declared obscurely. 

Ce r t ain ty about the legality of 
the raids is not matched by a 
willingness to allow them to be 
observed by journalists or fore¬ 
igners. 

The British consul in Jeru¬ 
salem, Mr. Ivan Caflan, has been 
at tbe c en t r e of a diplomatic row 
after entering Beit Sahour last 
week. On Oct. 17, a colleague 
and I parked our car within sight 
of an army post and walked open¬ 
ly into town to witness the raid 
that was in progress at the 
Qumisyeh c ar p entr y shop. 

Later, as we watched an Israeli 
officer and several armed tax 
officials enter another house in 
foe centre of Beit Sahour, we 
were detained and held for two 
boms in foe mifitary government 


HQ in Bethlehem and later taken 
to foe police station, where foe 
officer Jet us off with a friendly 
warning. _ . 

The latest attempt to crush foe 
intifada shows no sign of being 
aqy more successful than the 
other punishments that the Israeli 
authorities have been using in the 

West Bank and Gaza Strip for foe- 
past 22 months. 

The pcopfc of Beat Sahour toe 
the streets and watch anxiously as 
foe Israeli convoys set out from 
Camp Asaf. Many ten stories of 
brutal searches mid of outright 
theft by the taxmen, and, to add 
insult to injury, of foe porters 
who demand baksheesh (bribes) 
for shifting the confiscated goods. 

The pastoral tranquility of the 
town, with its solid red-roofed 
stone villas, weU-tesaded gar d ens 
and picturesque churches, b a far 
cry from the dark alleys of the 
Nahlns or the warren-fike 

refugee of Gaza. But tbe 

tax revolt is Beit Sabour’s proud 
contribution to tbe up ris i ng . 

Earlier tins week one Palesti- 
..man was sentenced to a £2,000- 
fine or six months in jail for 
failure to submit VAT forms. 
Three others will soon stand trial 
for similar offences. Several peo¬ 
ple are reported by tbe Israelis to 
have started paying their debts.

Gorbachev tightens 
controls over the press

MOSCOW — President Nfikhafl 
ST Gorbachev moved to assert 
tighter control over the Soviet 
press last week with a left-right 
comb i nati on dmt t hmiwH both 
Communist hard-fizteis and prop¬ 
onents of greater freedom. 

The manoeuvres showed that 
the press in this country, free¬ 
wheeling as it has become in four 
heady years erf glamost, still b not 
free and serves at the behest of 
the country's leaders. 

The newspapers are informa¬ 
tive, unpredictable, critical, even 
feisty, but their editors cant al¬ 
ways do what they want. 

‘At a meeting with editors of 
major publications, whom Gor¬ 
bachev has summoned periodical¬ 
ly for pep talks on perestroika, as 
he cans Ms reform programme, 
the president rebuked the mass 
media for stirring public passions 
at a time of great uncertainty. 

’ Beyond that, few specifics are 
known about what Gorbachev 
said in the two-hour meeting, 

another sig n foe leader ship still 

controls what can be reported. 

Pravda, foe Communist Party 
daily newspaper, normally would 
have printed a foil text of Gor¬ 
bachev’s remarks a few days later 
without comment, bat it carried 
nothing about tbe proceedings. 
Nor did the official TASS news 
agency or the other national 
dailies that traditionally have 
been the people’s main source of 
information about their rulers 
and tbe world beyond. 

Many of foe early — and most 
inflammatory — accounts of foe 
sesrion came from Soviet journal¬ 
ists who weren’t presort, but had 
been briefed by their bpsses. 
Under tbe doak of anonymity 
and in the more casual climate 
spawned by glasnost, or open¬ 
ness, dismayed Soviet journalists 
described to their Western col¬ 
leagues what they regarded as an 
assault on the gains they so re¬ 
cently have made. 

Gorbachev reportedly called 
for the resignation of the editor of 
Arguments and Facts, Vladislav 
A. Starkov, who has led his 
weekly in little more than a year 
from a recorder of social statistics 
circulated only among party 
members to a breezily written 
tabloid that has soared m circula¬ 
tion. 

Arguments and Fads now has 
a circulation of 26 million, more 
than double its 1988 level. 

On OcL 16, Starkov was called 
to the party’s central committee 
headquarters, where he reported¬ 
ly was given a dresang-down by 
Gorbachev's ideology chief and 
tokl he had two days to think over 
his position. 

Soviet lawmakers, the news¬ 
paper’s workers and the New 
Yak-based Committer to Pro¬ 
tect Journalists rallied to the edi¬ 
tor’s defence. . 

He kept bis job. But foe edi¬ 
tion that appeared on OcL 20 was 


a chastened version of its former 
self. 

Its first three pages were de¬ 
voted entirety to two articles. The 
lead story said that a poll the 
paper published two weeks ago 
indicating limumi rights activist 
Andrei Sakharov was more popu¬ 
lar than Gorbachev was an unsci¬ 
entific sampling of readers’ let¬ 
ters. 

The article then reported foe 
results of what it- drwmbed as a 
scientific poll of 2,461 people 
selected by a party central com¬ 
mittee affiliate as a representative 
cross-section of foe nation. 

Although Sakharov had some 
popular support among students, 
the pofl showed, Gorbachev’s per¬ 
formance garnered a favourable 
assessment from 66 per cent of 
those surveyed. 

The second two-thirds of page 
1, all of page 2 and most of page 3 
were devoted to a friendly inter¬ 
view with Yegor K. Ligachev, tbe 
side surviving party hard-finer on 
the ruling- Pohtburo. 

Ligachev condemned efforts by 
reformers to restore the concept 
of private property and de¬ 
fended the Soviet Union’s one- 
party system, saying tbe Com¬ 
munist Party is the only organisa¬ 
tion capable of griding and con¬ 
solidating all forces in the multi¬ 


ethnic union. 

In a break with custom that 
normally shields party leaden’ 
private lives from public .view, 
Ligachev portrayed himself as a 
family man who goes bicycling for 
relaxation, although die party 
provides him with a darha and a 
limousine as a member of the 
Fofifooro. 

He also revealed that, like all 
members of the r uling body, he 
m akes 1,200 roubles ($1300) a 
month, nearly six times the aver¬ 
age worker’s wage. 

While Arguments and Facts 
may be chatting a more, ow ri l il, . 
pro-government path in the fu¬ 
ture, Pravda, the authoritative 
voice of foe party, also took a 
sudden and equally abrupt turn. 

Viktor G. Afanasyev, the 66- 
year-old editor in chief who had 
beaded the official party organ 
since 1976, was ousted Oct. 19 
and replaced by Ivan T. Frolov, a

PARIS — The 20th -century is 
jus t be ghming to discover the 
amaring properties of an ancient 
oil, product of a tree. Tea tree 
03, as it is called, is gabrisg 
interna ti onal recognition as one 
of. nature’s offerings toward 
health and beauty, and it is now 
found in a variety of products 
ranging from stin creams to laun¬ 
dry soap. 

Known to Australia’s native 
aborigines for thousands of years, 
the tea tree does not produce tea, 
as one might expect, but rather 
an essentia] oil prized for its 
capacity to heal and disinfect. 
The tree got its name because 
early settlers in Australia, desper¬ 
ate for a hot drink, brewed the 
leaves of what is scientifically 
known as Melaleuca Altenufolia. 

After decades of neglect by the 
modern cosmetic and phar¬ 
maceutical industries, the 03 of 
the tea tree has captured the 
imagination of entrepreneurs 
who believe that exploiting its 
natural and unique properties 
could be the answer to many skin 
complaints. One man who has 
discovered the commercial possi¬ 
bilities of tea tree o3 is 59-year- 
old Dr. Jake Vromen, originally 
from Holland and a resident of 
Australia for the past 12 years. 
Vromen has studied die tree’s 
origins and properties thoroughly 
and has launched a successful, 
range of beauty-care and healing 
products sold mostly in health- 
food stores all over Australia. 

The eclectic Vromen, who has 
worked in different trades and in 
many parts of the world, says that 
tea tree oil is a penetrating anti¬ 
septic and is one of die broadest- 
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spectrum fungicides known. It 
does not attack healthy cells, and 
i$ milder than many antiseptic 
products. 

Vromen, who has dedicated 
the past eight years to the study 
of the oil, developed the 22- 
product line himself and markets 
it under the name “Australian 
Melaleuca.” 

The aborigines press the leaves 
to extract the oil which they use 
to cure anything from insect bites 
to wounds and to prevent infec¬ 
tions in the most remarkable way, 
he explains in an interview during 
a business trip to Paris. Know¬ 
ledge of the tree’s properties was 
passed down through generations 
of aborigines who live in the bush 
in remote parts of Australia, but 
its healing properties were soon 
forgotten by foreign settlers. Tea 
tree 03 was ignored until the 
1930s, when: the then-curator of 
the Technological Museum in 
Sydney took an interest in it His 
work was continued by other 
prominent medical researchers, 
who without exception con¬ 
cluded that tea tree cal possessed 
remarkable properties. 

“During the war,” says Vro¬ 
men, referring to World War O, 
“it was pan of the Australian 
soldier's kit. But soon after, with 
the advent of synthetic disinfec¬ 
tants, people lost interest in natu¬ 
ral products and tea tree oil all 
but disappeared.” 

Recognition 

With the new interest in natu¬ 
ral and biological products that 
has swept from America to 
Europe and now to Japan, tea 
tree o3 seems on the verge of 
well-deserved recognition. Popu¬ 


lar with a growing number of 
heakh-consaons consumers, the 
fragrant, pale-yellow oil is in high 
demand, with the result that 
prices shot up from U.S. S30 for a 
kilo a few years ago to $120 
today. 

When the price of his raw 
material skyrocketed, Vromen 
realised that his range of products 
would become prohibitively ex¬ 
pensive to make. Then he heard 
that a tea tree plantation was for 
sale in the New South Wales 
region: 400 acres of land, 100 of 
which were already planted. Im¬ 
pulsive and passionate about his 
work, the mildly eccentric Vro¬ 
men, who looks the part of the- 
mad professor with his flowing 
grey beard and hair, did not 
hesitate. He immediately 
obtained a loan and bought the 
plantation. The tea tree — or. 
more precisely, the Melaleuca 
Altenufolia species is the family 
that produces the precious oO — 
is indigenous only to the north¬ 
east coastal region of New South 
Wales. Vromen's plantation in 
this region, located some 450 
kilometres north of Sydney, is, he 
proudly claims, the only planta¬ 
tion in the country that is not 
susceptible to flooding. “The tea 
tree grows in fairly wet, marshy 
land, and most of the other 
plantations have been flooded 
two or three times already this 
year. The plant is hardy so it is 
resistant, but floods make the 
trees inaccessible and therefore 
impossible to harvest,” Vromen 
notes. 

Under normal conditions, the 
fast-growing, short, paper-barked 
tree can be harvested two or 
three times a year. Its small bran¬ 
ches with their tiny leaves that 


look like soft pine needles are 
crashed and boiled in water in 
frn gr. vats callwl h ush stills - Each 
still cap take op to 1,200 kilog¬ 
rammes of the small branches, 
which, when boiled, release the 
oO into the water. When the 
mixture is cooled, the water and 
0(3 separate in what is a very 
simple distillation process. 

Vromen is working on finding 
ways to augment the ofl yield by 
improving the distillation 
method. “In theory, one should 
get up to 3.5 per cent of oO out of 
the leaf, but in practice, we only 
get about 2 per cent,” he says. 
“Most commercial plantations 
actually get only 1 per cent.” 

Part of the reason for Vro¬ 
men's recent visit to Europe was 
to confer with a Dutch engineer 
in Amsterdam with whom he has 
worked on several other projects. 
Vromen is hoping that the en¬ 
gineer w31 have some suggestions 
as to prodnefioa methods. Says 
Vromen of his long-time engineer 
friend: “He understands my ideas 
and works them out in 
-machines.” 

Solar-cootroHed 

irrigation system 

Already Vromen is using un¬ 
usual techniques on his planta¬ 
tion: One is a solar-controlled 
irrigation system that automati¬ 
cally waters the trees as soon as 
sensors in the system note that 
the soft is too dry. 

In the nursery where he says 
that he has one million seedlings 
ready for the planting, Vromen is 
studying with the Australian De¬ 
partment of Agriculture ways to 
breed the plant to obtain specific 


results: “Tea tree oil can contain 
up to 10 per cent or more of what 
is called dneole. Tins gives a 
strong camphor-like smell, and 
dneole (which makes up about 50 
per cent of eucalyptus o3) is 
irritating on the skm. 03 with 
even 10 per cent of dneole is too 
strong for cosmetic purposes, so 
we are working on breeding 
seedlings which produce only 4 
per cent." 

Sandalwood o3 can also act as 
-a disinfecting agent, Vromen 
says, but the problem is that it’s 
the bark that must be harvested, 
which causes the tree to die. 

Beauty care 

Focusing on tea tree o3, Vro¬ 
men has developed a wide range 
of products: shampoo, hair con¬ 
ditioner, moisturizer, shaving 
cream, free cleanser, antiseptic 
cream, muscle relaxant cream, 
insect repellent and sun screen, 
all of which contain different con¬ 
centrations of the ofl. While some 
of his products are for beauty 
care, others are strictly medi¬ 
cinal. 

Mixing tea tree ofl with a wide 
range of other essential oils such 
as mint, rosemary and lavender, 
Vromen, who has created all the 
recipes himself, has sought to 
enhance the unique properties of 
“his” oil. “I combine it with other 
essential oils, using them in the 
right quantities so they actually 
do so mething ,” he explains. His 
standards are exacting: to obtain 
essential oils that are pure 
enough, he imports the ch- 
ronella, mint and spearmint oils 
from China, while the rosemary 
comes from Tunisia and the

properties of tea tree ofl are being 


lavender from France. 

Some of the products were 
created out of necessity. “My 
grandson was suffering from 
terrible, recurring athlete’s foot 
(a skin fungus that causes rashes 
and itching on the feet and be¬ 
tween the toes), so I developed a 
balm based on tea tree oil, and in 
three days it had completely 
cleared up,” he recalls. 

He is also espedally proud of 
his shaving cream: “It is used as a 
shaving foam but is soothing and 
antiseptic, so there are no after¬ 
shave rashes.” Products especial¬ 
ly appreciated by women include 
a massage and body cream to be 
applied after waxing their legs 
and which prevents skin redness 


or irritation. 

Added to laundry soap, tea 
tree oil can replace the environ¬ 
mentally dangerous phosphates 
present in most detergents. Vro¬ 
men, who worked for many years 
in the textile industry, says he has 
invented an effective and biodeg¬ 
radable washing liquid for 
cloches. Originally developed as a 
conditioner for silk and wool, the 
laundry soap is said to condition 
fibres and leave clothes soft and 
easy to iron. 

“I invented this partly as a 
matter of self-interest,” Vromen 
quips. “I am very lazy and hate 
ironing, and with this washing 
liquid, it is hardly necessary,

NICOSIA (AP) —. Cyprus has 
made a big splash in maritime 
codes in the pa& month, achiev¬ 
ing a large increase in both its 
shipping registry and the number 
of ship-related offshore com¬ 
panies opening offices on the east 
Mediterranean island. 

Seatankers Management Co.

STUTTGART (R) — The grace¬ 
ful Svetlana Boginskaya may be 
the rightfnl new queen of gym¬ 
nastics but she was firmly up¬ 
staged by Romania’s Damda Sili¬ 
vas as the world championships 
drew to a dose.

To add insult to injury, Silivas 
was presented with an award at 
the dosing ceremony Sunday af¬ 
ter being verted the most charm¬ 
ing gymnast by spectators. 
Boginskaya watched foe proceed¬ 
ings with a pout. 

The best the new Soviet world 
champion can hope for is that 
Silivas wifi call it a day after three 
appearances at the world cham¬ 
pionships and leave her to enjoy 


her reign in peace. 

Silivas, who life- Boginskaya 
earned five perfect marks in the 
nine-day world championships, 
has declared her intention to car¬ 
ry on co mp eting but at 19 — a 
veteran in gymnastics terms — 
her days are surely numbered. 

Romania, after losing the 
women’s tea m title to the Soviet 
Union seeing the demise of 
1987 world championship Aurelia 
Dobre, will want to rebuild their 
team around Gifctioa Bootas,

Kasparov beats Deep Thought 


NEW YORK (R) — World chess 
champion Gary Kasparov was the 
easy victor in a man-versos- 
machine chess battle Sunday. 

Kasparov soundly defeated 
“Deep Thought,” the world’s 
highest ranked computer in 53 
moves in the first game of a 
two-game match at the New York 
Academy of Art 

“I expected it,” the mrilmg 
Kasparov said after the first 
game. “I think in 18 or 19 moves I 
was sure that I would win.” 

Kasparov had predicted his vic¬ 
tory in a news conference before 
the match saying that while the 
computer was good, it did not 
have enough “fantasy, intuition 
and imagination.” 

Chess grand masters analysing 
the game said that Kasparov won 
with a quiet but aggressive game 
which simply wore down the com¬ 
puter. 

Kasparov and Deep Thought 
played 90 minutes each instead of 
the usual ISO minutes which 
many expected to work to the 


computer’s advantage. 

But Shelby Lyman, a television 
chess commentator, said Kaspar¬ 
ov was never in danger of r unning 
out of time, despite his being 15 
minutes below Deep Thought. 

Lyman and Edmar Mednis 
analysed each move on a large 
chess board for the paying crowd 
of more than 400. 

“The game was so one-sided 
that time did not become a fac¬ 
tor,” Lyman said. 

Kasparov said the Deep 
Thought’s biggest problem was its 
failnre to perceive that it was m 
trouble. 

Murray Campbell, one of a 
team of graduate students from 
Carnegie Mellon who created 
Deep Thought, said the computer 
didn’t realise it was at a disadvan¬ 
tage until about 10 moves too 
late. 

“It wasn't given a chance to 
show its best style of (day because 
of tire way Kasparov played,” i 
said Campbell. /

Thousands 
evacuated 
after Soviet 
pipeline 
explosion 

MOSCOW (AP)—Thousands of 
people living near a gas pipeline 
in western Siberia have been 
evacuated following an explosion 
and fire in a remote area, Soviet 
televirion reported. 

In a report from Tobolsk, 1,600 
kilometres south east of Moscow, 
the evening news programme 
Vremya said Sunday night that 
the rupture took place on a sec¬ 
tion of the same pipeline that 
exploded June 4, knjing 607 peo¬ 
ple in a nearby train. 

The report said the pipeline 
was under repair when the explo¬ 
sion occurred. There were no 
injuries or deaths reported in the 
blast in a remote, sparsely popu¬ 
lated area. 

Vremya said the blast hap- 
pened when workers tested the 
line with water. 

“When the pipe burst, not only 
water, but heavy steam which was 
still left in the pipe exploded from 
the rapture,” the report said. 

The Mast was seen by experts 
as a warning that other explosions 
may occur on the pipeline. 

“Executive councils of tile Tu- 
men region were forced to evacu¬ 
ate thousands of people from the 
danger zone along the pipeline, ” 
tiie report said. 

According to Vremya, it will be 
unsafe to resume p umpin g gas 
through the pipeline for at least 
two years. • . 

“We believe that two years at 
least are needed to bring the 
pipeline into an operational 
state,” chief Engineer V.N. Che- 
puisky told Vremya. If the pipe¬ 
line is reopened too quickly, he 
said, “tire lives of thousands of 
people who live alongside die 
pipeline will be threatened.” 

The June explosion severely 
crimped the country’s gas supply, 
officuds said in July.

PARIS (AP) — The decision of 
three North African girls to wear 
head covering to junior high 
school classes has exploded into 
an intense national debate over 
religion in public schools. 

At issue is the secularly of 
education, enshrined in French 
law since the official separation of 
the church and the state in tins 
largely Roman Catholic country 
in 1905, and whether wearing the 
“hijab” covering hair, ears-and 
neck amounts to prosetytism. 

About 400 people shouting 
“Allah Akbar” (God is Great) 
demonstrated in Paris Sunday in 
favour of wearing the tnjab. The 
demonstration was called by the 
Islamic Association of France and 
the Voice of Islam, which orga¬ 
nised the demonstrations a few 
months ago against the Salman 
Rushdie novel the Satanic 
Verses. 

Women wearing scarves car¬ 
ried banners reading in Arabic 
and French, “the Mjab is our 
honour.” The two groups, 
however, represent only a minor¬ 
ity of Muslims in France. 

The uproar began in early 
October at CreO, 60 kilometres 
north of Paris, when Leila Adi* 
houn, 15, her sister Fatima, 14, 
and their friend Samira, 14, an of 
Tunisian origin, were told by the 
principal they could not wear the 
hijab to school. 

. The girls demurred. The de¬ 
bate grew. Negotiations started. 
Snmilar cases sprang up in 
Marseille, Avignon and Montpel- 
fidt. A com p rom is e was readied 
at ' Ora1 where the girls were 


allowed to wear hijabs to school, 
but not in dass. Again they de¬ 
murred. 

Religious leaders — Muslim, 
Jewish and Christian — seemed 
to see little harm in the wearing 
of the hijab. School and ration 
leaders came down soundly 00 
the side of keeping all signs of 
religion out of schools, saying 
secularity is one of the piDais of 
French democracy. Political lead¬ 
ers waffled. 

The most sensible remark 
seemed to come from Alain 
Gokhnarm, the grand rabbi of 
Paris, who said: “the encounter 
of tittle French children with the 
‘difference’ (among people) is an 
excellent pedagogical technique. 
They learn to know and respect 
others.” 

The most hysterical came from 
Bernard Antony of the extreme 
right National Front. He said 
wearing; of the hijab was “the 
beginning of the Lebanomsation 
of France because it is obvious 
that if we continue to allow hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of Muslims to 
enter France we cannot inde¬ 
finitely deprive them of their cus¬ 
toms, their rites, and when they 
become the majority, they will 
not hesitate to apply the Sharia 
(Mamie Law).” 

Mam is the second-largest re¬ 
gion in France with 2S million 
adherents.

The 
Republicans’ latest gains are expected to pat farther pressure on 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl’s conservative Christian Democratic
